8 he less a friend who clasps his friend with 
the confidence that if one in Christ they 
shall hereafter dwell together forever in the 
many mansions? No, the hearts first, chief, 


loves God most will also love his creatures 
most. There is, therefore, nothing contra- 
dictory in the claim which the Biblé every- 
where makes—that whatever we do, we shall 
do heartily, as unto the Lord. 

In no department of religious duty, wheth- 
er public or private, is our service of any nc- 
count unless it comes fromthe /eart, it sin- 
cerity. Men may babble eloquently and 
learnedly of holy themes, and be only as the 
sounding brass or tinkling cymbal,  With- 
ont sincerity, man among his fellows is /a 
knaye,and before his God a hypocrite whose 
hope shall be cut off. ‘The heart, too, when 
all enlisted, gives earnestness to the religious 
undertaking. On country barns we have 


sometimes seen vanes with small wheels at- 
tached at one end. They are contrivences 
intended partly for service and partly for 
amusement. But we must have noticed that 
this mongrel mechanical arrangement works 
so badly that we can never tell rightly from 
it which way the wind is blowing, nor be 
altogether amused by the jerking motion of 
the little wheel which labors to afford pleas- 
ure, but is too inconstant in its motions to 
satisfy the beholder. This little vane, with 
windmill appendage, presents a very good 
artistic likeness of some professors of religion. 
They have kaowledge and sincerity, but ‘no 
earnestness, If a slight wind passes, from 
one direction, the windmill revolves for a few 
moments with great rapidity, and so if we 
get up a little excitement, and contrive some 
extra attractions, we may be always sure 
that Christians of this sort will be just as 
busy, and as interested, and as active as any 
others, But the wind dies, and the excite- 
ment passes, and where are they? If we 
look at them, they will be seen bobbing firat 
toone point, then yeering to another, but sel- 
dom pointing their heads steadily to that 
quarter of the heaven whence comes the 
majestic sweep of spiritual influence like the 
rushing wind of Pentecostal power ; and just 
becanse young Christians and older Chris: 


tians have but little real heartiness of affed- 
tion and purpose, so they make but little 
real progress for themselves, and are worth 
£0 little as helps in Christian labor for otliers, 

This heartiness of power. ‘The intellect ia 
nothing without the strong pulsation of the 
heart, On a broken helmet in’Battle Abbey 
is the fine motto ; “ / espoir est ma force.” — 
Hopeis my strength. But hope is nothing 
without the affections to sustain it. " Woe 
unto him who is faint-hearted,” Says the son 
of Sirrach. And all biographies of men 
wliose names have been esteamed worthy of 
remembrance, prove that the Jeart power is 
the deepest and strongest, Energy, says 
recent writer, enables a man to forca his way 
through irksome drudgery and dry detaila, 
and carries him onward and upward 
in every station in life. It accomplishes 
more than genius, with not one-half the dis 
appointment and peril. It is not even emi- 
nent talent thatis required to insure success 
in any pursuit wo much a4 & hearty purpose, 
Why does ono man excel another In art, law, 
medicine, theology, conimerce? Chiefly be 
cause the ond ling a deeper heart-rooted pur- 
pose than the other. And here, on the mere 


ground of worldly prosperity, we discover the 


chief secret why dishonest men, knavish men, 
fraudulent and decoitful mon never succeed 
wellin the long rap. When the appetite for at 
tempting wickedness is gratified, phe purpose 
waivers ; for the truth 14 that men who will 
be rogues and cheats and decelyers, cannot 
Keep their courage up, as do honest men, who 
pursue the right and honor the true. But 
whatever may be the state af the case with 
men who do hot prosper, because of thor en 
mity to God, it must still be sald that in the 
religious life, want of heart is as fatul os 
would be the loss of the heart trom the hu 
may hody.—Ch. Intiligencer.

Rain! Rain!! Raint!! would be the 
entry in my journal, if I kept one, for the

Mr. Armstrong 
had a Cider Press, and Mr. R. Patterson 
bad on the ground his Double Action Fan- 
ning Mill which took the first prize at To- 
ronto, 

The show of Horses arfd Stock, so far as 
numbers were concerned, was decidedly be- 
bind that of Inst year. There were but few 
Stallions and a middling show of roadsters, 
and indeed the show of liorees of all classes 
was nothing like what we have seen at for- 
mer exhibitions, nor nothing what it 
should have been. The prize list will show 
who were the successful competitors, 

What we havesaid with regard to Horses 
will apply with equal force to Cattle, at 
least so far asthe number of exhibitors is 
concerned. What Cattle were shown, 
however, were a credit to the County, 
and some would haye compared favorably 
with those that curried off the prizes at the 
Provincial Exhibition, The principal ex- 
hibitor here was Mr. Wm. Woods, of 
Thurlow, who had a fine collection of 
Durhams. Amongst the other cxhibitors 
in this Class whose names we could learn 
were Messrs. Donald Anderson, of Tyen- 
dinaga, who nad a fine bull; Thos, Far- 
ley, of Sidney, who showed a large, well 
proportioned bull ; C. FP. Hooper, of Sidney, 
who had a thorough bred cow and calf; 
Robert Garbutt, of Thurlow, who had sey- 
cral head of well-fed animals; George Tay- 
lor, of Belleville, who had a fine lot; 
Moses Boardman, of Sidney, who had 
eight head ; and Mr. Penwell, of Sidney, 
who showed two fine animals. .Of Devons 
there were three or four exhibitors, but 
their names we could not learn. Mr. W. 
Wallbridge exhibited a fine Milch Cow of 
the Galloway breed, and an Ayrshire Cow 
and Oalf. 

Of Pigs there were only eight or ten lots, 
comprising Yorkshire, Suffolk, Berkshire, 
Essex and Common. Some of the porkers 
were of mammoth proportions, whose solid 
sides and haunches evidenced that they had 
been fed upon something more hardening 
than beech nuts. 

There was quite a large number of Sheep 
exhibited, ond many of them fine good- 
wooled sheep, The centre of attraction 
was the pen of Mr. W. Woods, where was 
the Ram Lamb which carried off the tint 
prize ut the Jate Provincial Exhibition, and 
two fine ewes which Mr, Woods brought 
from Toronto, The Hon, Robt, Read exul- 
bited some fine Leicesters, and thero were 
other pens containing some excellent sheep. 
In size probably our sheep will not com- 
pare favorably with those in Western Cuna- 
da, but in other respects they will compare 
favorably with those of any other part of 
the Province, One fact is apparent, and it 
is a gratifying fact, that there bas been o 
great improvement in the breed of sheep in 
this section of the country within the last 
few years. There is yet room for improve-

A By-Law toborrow the sum of Sixteen Thou- 
sand Dollars, on the credit of the County 
of Hastings. 


PASSED. 


HEREAS it is necessary for the Corpoe 
ration of the County of Hastings to 
borrow the sum of sixteen thousand dollars 
% reimburse the Sinking Funds of the enid 
Corporation, for certain moneys taken there 
from for the ordinary expenditure of tle year 
1865. 

And whereas the total amount required to 
be raised annually by special rate for the 
payment of the anid debentu and the jn 
Wrest thereon, at the rate hereinafter express

That the strongest iron-clads afloat might 
be sent to the bottom as easily as a wooden 
frigate ianow a» fact about which it is 
hardly powible to entertain a doubt, A 
target with greater resisting powers than 
of any iron-cased frigate or 
the turret of any monitor has been com- 
pletely smashed by a~particular kind of 
shot fired fromm particular kind of gun, 
and that gun and that shot are of British 
make dnd invention, ‘It is’ of equal im- 
portance to observe that the gun whi 

ins proved #o irresistible is not a piece of 
any prodigious calibre or. impracticable 
weight, but only such a gun’ as could be 
carried and worked in a ship's broadside, 
Whereas, too, it is scarcely credible that 
any ship could be sent to sea with thicker 
or more ponderous armor than was repre- 
sented in the target demolished, it is very 
credible indeed that the calibre, charge 
and power of the gun might be increased

MORE TRREIBLE DISCLOSURES OF THE 
FAMINE. 


‘The following facts concerning the terri- 
ble famine now prevailing over certain dis- 
tricts in Indid;“are gleaned trom the news- 
papers per the’ Overland Mail ;—This dis: 
tress is most prevalent aad most dire in 
Bengal, and it exists in varying degree 
oyer the whole Presidency, In Orissa,Nub- 
bea, Beerhhoom, the Cuttack, and other 
districts, the scarcity has been intensified 
to n degree that ts simply devastation ; 
thousands have died, and are dying, in ab 
ject want, The starving poor have crowd 
ed into Calcutta, and the streets are full of 
distressing scenes and incidents. It has 
becn estimated that no fewer than 20,000 to 
25,000 starving people are wandering about 
the capital. Disease aids want to thin the 
crowd with horrible rapidity, bat the mul- 
titude grows notwithstanding, recruited 
continually. To cope with this distress 
effectually is hardly possible; the Govern 
ment action is complained of as sluggish ; 
individual efforts, althongh they do much, 
ary comparatively poterless to stem the 
tide, ‘The native rich classes, however, are 
conspicuous by the exertions they make. 

At Mallick’s Ghat, the Bombay merchants 
have raised a fund, and they distribute 
food. The crowd of famishing men and | 
women who come to this part for the scanty 
meal, bas coustantly increased, till at the 
time the marl left 7,000 applicants crowd- 
edup. They are described as placed in 
order upon wi open place waiting for the 
distribution, On one aide, nearly 4,000 
Hindoos, cach with a leaf platter before 
him, were squatting on the wet ground, 
hastily partaking of the scanty «ole they 
had received. On tho other side were 
thousands of famishtog Mussalmans 1 
in like mauner, and watching with mlent * 

and greedy eagerness the meal of their Hin- 
doo brethren, and counting with bitter 
longings the minutes till, their tar should 
come, Under the shelter of the Ghat 
crouched the women, girls, and children, 
Outside the gate were hundreds and hun- 
dieds who had lost their chances until the 
next distribusion. Bat overalls horrible 
dead silence. No chattering or converse ; 
hardly « sound, excepting when at inter- 
vals some wretch throw up his arms with 
an ejaculation to heaven, wrong from him 
by the unappeasable pangs of hunger, A 
stranger passing near would have no intt- 
mation that within a yard ofthe road 7000 
starving creatures bad assimbled to catch 
amenl. Temporary sheds have been ereot- 
ed in different parts of the city to give 
some kinds of shelter, and horrid scenes 
aro Witnessed at somo of these, Rvery fice 
bears the pinched, despairing look of mor 
tal siokness or mortal weakness, but withal 
an oxpreasion of roalgnation, or perhaps of 
abandonined? to hopeloss suffering. — The 
crowding generally prolides any but a 
sitting posture, ‘The hospitals were alt 
filled. 

Tn tho Madras Presiclenoy things are notso 
bad, but the distress is only lesa terrible 
than in Bengal, It is, however, not #o 
widespread or so bitterly severn, The 
pressure is apparently the greatest in that 
part of the country which includes the 
Southern Talooka ot North Arcot, the 
North-Weatorn Tulooka of South Arcot, the 
Western Talooke of Salom, and the South: 
orn and Western Talooks of Coimbatore.

Legal Tender Notes, 

The Bank of Montreal has issued the 
legal tender notes of the government un- 
fer the Act passed last session. These 


notes sre redeemable in gold in Toronto 
and Montreal, but in order to prevent their 
being brought back at once, the Bank lias 
taken the precantion of issuing those pay- 
able in Toronto, in Lower Canada, and 
those payable in Montreal in Upper Canada. 
These and similar sharp practices have 
characterized the management of fhe Bank 
of Montreal for some time past. Every ad- 
vantage is taken of other Banking institu- 
tions that can possibly be taken, in order 
to create distrust in the minds of the peo- 
ple as to the solvency of other Banks, that 
their own issue may obtain greater circu- 
lation, 'Lhis policy is not confined to the 
Bank parlor in Montreal, The Manager 
has his tools at work in the city, who

represented at all. The exhibition of Stock 
so far as quality was concerned, was pro- 
bably in adyance of last year, but there was 
not so much competition, 

Of Horses there were two or three good 
spin of carriage horses, one or two of heavy 
draught horses, and a very good show of 
young animals, but there was only one stal- 
lion, and but a small show of single mad- 
sters or saddle beasts, 

Of Cattle there was a fair exhibition, but 
it was chiefly confined to grades. There 
were several yoke of good oxen and steers, 
anda number of good milch cows, and 
yearlings, but otherwise the show of cattle 
was indifferent, 

There was a yery good exhibition of 
Sheep, and in the class of long-wooled the 
show was in advance of last year. Mr, 
Jordison had his ram lamb which he pur- 
chased from a noted breeder 1n Toronto at 
the late exhibition, and Mr. Kingston had 
some fine specimens. 

Of Pigs there were only three exhibitors : 
Messrs. Jordison, Kingston and Seeley. 
Those exhibited by Mr, Jordison were his 
famous Yorkshires which took the first 
prizes at ‘Toronto, 

The snow of Roots was the best we ever 
saw in Stirling, and in Potatoes Rawdon 
would have carried off the palm at Toronto 
if she had sent such fine samples as: were 
exhibited on Tuesday. Certainly no better 
specimens were sliown ut the late Provincial 
Exhibition. The show of Cabbages, Car- 
rots, Beets, Cauliflowers, Celery and other 
vegetables was excellent, and in the matter 
of Squash, Stirling was far ahead of the 
County Show, Dr, Boulter exhibiting one 
weighing 188 pounds, and Mr. Mitchell one 
weighing 104 pounds. 

The show of Grain was good; of Dairy 
Produce, but middling; of Fruit, very 
poor; of Ladies!

Notwitstanding the pacific countenances 
assumed, you may rest assured that in the 
higher regiona here there is very strong ir- 
ritation against Prussia—as strong perhaps 
as has existed at any previous period if 
not stronger. For this there are reasons, 
and the principal one that it ls here egn- 
sidered positive —or I suppose it ty actupl 
ly known—thut Prussia and Bavaria tiave 
come to a friendly understanding, and will 
be found shoulder to shoulder in any fu 
turé Exiropean complications. This new 
combination can bardly be deemed surpris- 
ing. Bavaria found itselfin peril, and could 
reckon on no eflicient aid or protectipn 
from humiliated Austria, It knew Franbe 
was diecontented at what she cliose to look 
upon asa piece of bad faith on the part pf

A good deal of excitement has prevatled 
in Madoo during the past week, with refer- 
ence to Gold that has been discovered on 
Lot No. 18 in the Sth concession of that 
Township, It appears that a lew weeks 
agoayoung man by the nameof Powell, 
obtained the previlege of prospecting for 
copper on lot 18, owned by Mr, Jobn Rich- 
ardson; holes were dog in different parts 
of the lot, in one of the pita gold was dis- 
coyered at u depth of about 4 feet in small 
quantities, the pit was then sunk to u depth 
of about 18 feet, when gold again showed 
itself helow a layer of soap stone in a yein 
between two rocks, The vein is about 8 
inches in diameter and is composed ofa 
black marly substance, easily crushed with 
the fingers, though there are some hard 
pieces distributed through it that require 
considerable power to pulverize them, This

And after 
havingbeen driven out of Canada,they made 
prisoners of some of them,then set them free, 
handed them back the arms with which 
they murdered some of our best young men, 
and now employ lawyers to try and clear 
them of the charge f having murdered a 
number of our volunteers. The next thing 
the Yankees had better do is to demand 
them and put s stop to this farce. Or 
perhaps they induced the Fenians to make 
the threats they did in Buffalo, * thatif the 
“Canadian authorities dare to inflict 
“ punishment on the Fenian prisoners now 
“in their hands, the most retaliatory mea- 
“ surea will be immediately adopted.” And 
probably that retaliation which they have 
threatened is the “blowing up of Brock’s
